OFTEN MENTIONED SUICIDE 


Rings Missing From Fingers, 
but All Garments Tallied 
With Those She Wore. 


The body of Mrs..Annette Norton Ran- 
kine, the wealthy widow who had been 
missing from her home at 14 East Six- 
tieth Street since April 1, was found 
last night in New York Bay off Thirty- 
ninth Street, Brooklyn, and apparently 
had been cast about by the tides for at 
least four weeks. Positive identifica- 
tion was made by Miss Laura Spink, 
who ‘had been the companion of Mrs. 
Rankine. 

Although the two rings worn by Mrs. 
Rankine at the time of her *disappear- 
ance were missing it was believed t..at 
these’ had slfpped off when the skin of 
her fingers fhrivelled. Before her dis- 
appearance Mrs. Rankine frequently 
had talked of suicide, according to Mrs. 
Louise Closser Hale, the writer and 
actress. 

Exposure had made the features un- 
recognizable, but Miss Spink told the po- 
lice tm the Brooklyn Morgue that she 
could make a positive identification by 
the clothing. .From the trade mark on 
the shoes to the four-in-hand tie and 
black collar, Miss Spink identified every 
piece of apparel. Equally positive in his 
identification was Frank Clouting, Mrs. 
Rankine’s chauffeur, ,who last saw her 
alive. Mts. ‘Rankine’s brother, Benja- 
‘min. V. Norten, an Assistant Secretary 
of the Gueranty Trust Company, will 
check over the identification today with 
a dentist. 

Three weeks after Mrs. Rankine’s dis- 
appearance the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany was appointed temporary adminis- 
trator of her estate, which had been esti- 
mated at between $900,000 and $1,000,000. 

Identification was made possible by 
Detective Sergeant Edward Weisner of 
the Bureau of Missing Persons, who 
summoned Miss Spink after a report 
that a piece of the apparel bore the in- 
itials A. K. R. It was believed that 
Mrs. Rankine leaped into tlie East River 
near the Queensboro Bridge, as she was 
last seen there by her chauffeur, and 
that the body had drifted down to the 
bay.

TO END THE 12-HOUR. DAY 


Company Expects to Bring About 
Complete Change Within the 
Next Year. 


The United States Steel Corporation 
yesterday announced a reduction of 20 
per cent. in the wages of day workers 
at all of its manufacturing plants to 
take effect May 16. Other rates, includ- 
ing salaries will be equitably. adjusted, 
according.to an official statement issued 
by Judge Elbert H. Gary. This action 
was considered of far-reaching impor- 
tance, in view of its effect on the steel 
industry as well as on industry in gen- 
eral. The reduction will bring the wage 
scale back to a level which existed dur- 
ing the early months of 1918. 

The statement issued by Judge Gary, 
announcing the reduction follows: 

‘* The wage rates of day labor at the 
manufacturing plants of the Steel Cor- 
poration have been decreased, about 20 
per cent., to become effective May 16th 
instant. Other rates, including salaries, 
will be equitably adjusted.’’ 

The last increase in wages, ‘announced 
by the Steel Corporation in February of 
last year, amounted to 10'per cent., and 
it was estimated at the time that it 
would add $25,000,000 annually to the 
pay roll for day workers. Since 1915, 
there had been nine wage increases, 
varying from 9 per cent..to as much as 
15 per cent. These advances breught 
the wages of the day workers from §2, 
at the beginning of 1915, to $5.06 for a 
ten-hour day, or a total ‘ncrease of 150 
per cent. The wage ‘s now reduced to 
$4.05 for a ten-hour day 

Last year the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, according-to its annual report, 
paid out approximately $581,000,000 in 
salaries and wages to 267,345 employes. 
These figures are based upon full opera- 
tions and the 20 per cent. reduction an- 
nounced yesterday, it was estimated, 
would mean a saving of about $116,- 
000,000 annually, but as the Steel Cor- 
poration now is employing only between 
125,000 and 150,000 men. the saving based 
on’ current operations will -probably 
amount to about only half that sum, or 
$58,000,000. 

'The reduction in wages announced yes- 
terday is the second in the twenty years’ 
history of-the Steel Cerporation. The 
first cut announced was on Jan. 1, 1904, 
but twenty-three months later, on April 
1, 1905, the old scale was restored. 

The average wage, including day work- 


$2,178. This average now will be re- 
duced to $1,639. The labor cost per ton 
of finished steel last year, according to 
the corporation, amounted toe $40.80 and 
the reduction per ton of. steel will 
amount to a saving of about $8.16.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Reopening of 
negotiations between the Shipping 
Board, steamship owners and marine 
workers, in an effort to settle the wage 
dispute, which threatens a tie-up of 
American shipping, was indicated as 
probable today by Chairman Benson, 
who announced that a conference of all 
the parties to the controversy might be 
held here tomorrow. 

Negotiations to draft an agreement 
covering’ wages and working conditions 
‘came to an abrupt end last Friday with 
the refusal of the men to accept a 15 
per cent. wage cut, later made effective 
by the board. “The men carried their 
case to President Harding, who turned 
the matter over to Secretaries Davis 
and-Hoover. The latter since have held 
conferences with union leaders in at- 
tempts to bring about an agreement by 
conciliation. 

Since yesterday, Chairman Benson 
said, the whole problem has been di- 
rectly in the hands of Secretary Dayis. 
He added that the situation looked very 
hopeful. Discussing the possibility of a 
eonference tomorrow, het said a commit- 
tee of shipowners was on its way here, 
but all the parties to such a conference 
might not be here by tomorrow. What 
would be the scope of the conference he 
did not know, the Chairman said. 

Marine Engineers Optimistic. 


While Secretary Davis declined to say 
whether efforts would be made to per- 
suade Admiral Benson to recede ‘from 
his announced stand for a 15 per cent. 
wage reduction, representatives of the 
marine engineers, after a conference 
with the labor secretary, said that 
‘‘pressure by Government officials 
would force Benson to listen to reason.”’ 

Working rules proposed by Secretary 
Davis were said to have met the op- 
proval of union officials. who. headed 
by Thomas B. Healy, representing the 
marine engineers of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Coasts, conferred with him to- 
day. The matter of wage reductions 
was not gone into, it was stated. The 
union heads will meet again with Sec- 
retary Davis tomorrow. 

At the Cabinet® meeting today the Sec- 
retary is understood to have said the sit- 
uation looked. hopeful.

Reports to the ‘Shipping Board from 
all districts, officials said, indicated 
that as far as ship movement was con- 
cerned the situation was generally sat- 
isfactory. : 

In New York, however, officials said, 
some’ difficulty was being experienced, 
as strikers were picketing the board’s 
recruiting offices, and in Baltimore the 
situation seemed rather unsatisfactory. 

In Boston, Norfolk, Savannah. and 
Charleston, it was said, reports indicat- 
ed there would be no difficulty in mov- 
ing vessels; Galveston appeared to be 
tied up, according to the reports, but 
in New Orleans the situation was good. 

On the Pacific’ Coast, officials said, 
reports showed no difficulties were being 


experienced at Seattle, Portland or San 
Francisco.

IMMIGRATION BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Reed Alone Votes Against the 
Measure Limiting Admils- 
sion of Aliens. 


JOHNSON AMENDMENT LOST 


Senators Reject Proposal to Let 
in Victims of Religious or 
Political Persecution.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Dilling- 
ham Imfhigration bill, which limits an- 
nual. immigration to 3 per cent. of the 
persons of various nationalities in the 
United States in 1910,: was passed by 
the Senate this afternoon by a vote of 
78 to 1, the only Senator voting against 
the measure being Reed, Democrat, or 
Missouri. 

The Senate rejected, by a vote of 60 to 
15, the Johnson amendment,.. which 
would have permitted the immigration 
of,persons who could prove to the Amer- 
iean authorities that they were the 
victims of political or religious perse- 
cution. Rejection of the Johnson amend- 
ment automatically rejected the House 
amendment, which permitted the victims 
of religious persecution to enter. 

The bill now goes to conference, and 
its supporters assert that it will go to 
the President’in practically the same 
form and language as it passed the 
Senate this afternoon. The general opin- 
ion is that the House will accept the 
Senate bill. The conferees who will 
represent the Sénate are Senators Dil- 
lingham, Colt and King. 


Reed Ridicules Danger Idea, 


The vote -on_ the bill came at 4:30 
o’clock, after a debate that had con- 
tinued since noon yesterday. It was 
the Johnson améndment that delayed 
passage, Senator Reed devoting three 
jhours to an argument in favor’ of that 
resolution, as well as giving his reasons 
for desiring the defeat of the bill, the 
passage of’which, he asserted, was not. 
justified by present conditions in the 
United States. He ridiculed the state- 
ment that the country was endangered 
by a threatened influx of undesirable 
immigrants.

LONDON, May 3.—In the House of 
Commons today J. M. Hogge, Labor 
leader, asked if there was any truth in 
ex-Lord Mayor Farrell’s statement that 
he had been intrusted with a peace offer 
to the Sinn Fein. Austen Cham- 
berlain, replying on behalf of the Gov- 
etnment, said that the Government had 
scnt a message by nobody nor author- 
ized anybody to open negotiations on its 
behalf. 

Farrell visited Sinn Fein leaders in 
Mountjoy prison today. He refused to 
niake a statement afterward, but it is 
reported that the leaders declared they 
could not consider an alleged offer. 

Walter Forrest, M. P., in a letter to 
The Daily Chronicle agrees to the gen- 
eral accuracy’ of the statements pub- 
lished regarding the part he played.in 
connection with Farrell’s visit to Lon- 
don, but adds that the conversations 
sclely affected Southern Ireland.

RIOTS IN BALTIMORE; ° 
TROOPS MAY BE USED 


Severat Men Beaten, One Re- 
ported Shot—20 Members of 


Crew Are Seized on Ship.

- BALTIMORH, May 3.—Marine strike 
riots caused W. W.. Tingle, agent here 
of the United States Shipping Board, 
to appeal. to. the War Department this 
afternoon for troops to patrol the water- 
front in event the disorders continue. 

Should troops be required, it is. ex- 
pected they will be ordered. here from 
Camp Meade. The city police boat is 
patrolling the harbor. Serious disturb- 
ances, berdering on rioting, occurred on 
six vessels and at a dozen or more 
points along the waterfronts. 

Several men were beaten up, and it 
was reported one man was shot. 

The most serious rioting occurred at 
the foot of Broadway. It was estimated 
that 1,000 persons were crowded into the 
street at that point, surrounding strike 
sympathizers who attacked a boatload 
of strikebreakers. In the fighting three 
negroes were cut and bruised, but the 
police, responding to a riot call, were 
unable to apprehend any of the rioters. 
As the police charged through the crowd 
the fighting’ men, dispersed and were

Heavil armed, about thirty strike 
sympathizers boarded the United States 
Shtpping Board steamer Newark at. Lo- 
cust Point, from two launches and 
forced twenty members of the.crew to 
leave the vessel. They also took all the 
clothing of their captives.: A patrol 
wagon filled with reserves. was sent to 
the pier, but by the time the police ar- 
rived the strikers had disappeared.

CONGRESS AND THE PRIMARIES. 

TRUMAN H. Newserry, Republican 
candidate for: Senator from Michigan 
in 1918, and sixteen of his political 
associates or agents were found guilty, 
last year, in a Michigan ‘Federal Dis- 
trict Court: of crimirial conspiracy, to 
violate the Federal Corrupt sha 
act of 1910, and variously sentenced to 
fine or imprisonment, or both. They 
were indicted on the section in that 
act limiting the sum to, be expended in 
the campaign to $10,000 or whatever 
less amount is prescribed by State 
Primary: law. On appeal the Su- 
preme~Court has reyersed the con- 
viction unanimously; though on va- 
rious grounds. -Five Justices hold that 
the act of 1910 was unconstitutional. 
Four of these hold that Congress had 
no power to regulate the primaries in 
1910 and-has no such power under the 
Seventeenth Amendment, providing for 
the direct election of Senators. Jus- 
tice MCKENNa reserves the question of 
the power of Congress under that 
amendment. 

Four Justices hold that the con- 


victions were invalid on account of the. 


charge of the trial Judge. Thus the 
legality of the convictions finds not a 
single friend in the court, and a great 
fire of passionate partisanship and in- 
dignant superior virtue is brusquely 
quenched. On the constitutional ques- 
tion, even in thé face of the great au- 
thority of Chief Justice Wurrz, the 
layman who believes that law is com- 
mon sense finds it hard to resist 
the reasoning of Justice MCREYNOLDs 
in the majority opfnion.. What. other 
source of power ‘over elections has 
Congress than is given in Section 
4, Article I., of the Constitution,

A primary is notgn election, 
but a method of selecting party candi- 
dates to be voted upon by the electors 
at the election. The Seventeénth 
Amendment directs the election of 
Senators by the people, but doesn't 
make a primary an election, turn a 
selection ,into an election, make. that 
selection a ‘‘ manner of.holding elec- 
tions for Senators.’’ In short,

Everybody 
who looks. the facts in the face knows 
that the Senatorial primary is an invi- 
tation, in many States a compulsion, 
to spend money lavishly. In Michi- 
gan a stupendously rich man, not cor- 
respondingly rich in intellect, was a 
candidate for Senator. It was believed 
that it would take a lot of money, 
legitimately spent, to beat him. There 
has been a great ignorant or hypocriti- 
cal ‘parade of the sweetest moral senti- 
ment about the Newberry case. There 
will and must be such cases so long 
as this dishonest, unjust and humbug 
method exists. Old Isaac STEPHENSON 
of Wisconsin knew exaetly what these 
new-fangled schemes are worth. We 
saw lagt year how much money can be 
spent, how much money must be 
spent, in Presidential ‘primaries. It 
‘needs no law or. interpretation of the 
law, but merely a submission to- plain 
consecutive experience and facts, to 
condemn the primary.

INQUISITIVE FARMERS. 

A Colorado farmer wrote to The 
Rocky Mountain News to ask just how 
a ‘‘ tariff on ‘farm produce ’’' was go- 
ing to help him. He didn’t get much 
light. The protectionist editor felt 
bound to admit that a protective tariff 
‘* by itself ’’ would not do the farmers 
much good. But the Emergency Tar- 
iff is very much by itself. .The Colo- 
rado farmer was told that the ques- 
tion he raised ‘ is; bothering Con- 
gress.” And finally The News re- 
marked wearily: ‘‘ Tariff«making: af- 
‘‘ ter the war is a very different prop- 
‘* osition from what it’ was ten years 
‘‘ ago.” So it would appear. 

A square answer was got by a Kan- 
sas farmer who demanded of The Kan- 
sas City Star, which had supported 
Mr, HARDING on a protectionist plat- 
form, whether it disagreed with the 
tariff policy of the Administration. 
The Star frankly replied that it did 
disagree. Then it went-on with a lit- 
tle straight talk about the folly at this 
time of seeking to ‘‘ penalize the for- 
}eigner’s ability to buy.’’ “Last year, 
for example, we sold Canada a billion 
dollars’ worth of goods. -It took a lot 
of workmen to make, those goods; and 
it was the profits on the Canadian 
trade that enabled these men. to buy 
American farm products. 
fail to hurt the American farmer if 
the tariff impaired Canada’s purchas- 
ing power, and so threw. these Amer- 
ican workingmen out of a job? 

That Western farmers are wanting 
to know where they are going to get 
their advantage out of the tariff is 
a good sign. The time has been when 
the promised miracles of protection 
were taken on faith. But if questions 
are. to be asked, and it is no longer 
possible to fool even the farmers, who 
will be taken in? 


CO-OPERATION OR OBSTRUCTION? 
The decision of the Supreme Court 
in, the pollution case: is the comple- 
ment to the action taken for the crea- 
tion of the port authority. ‘Taken to- 
gether, the two measures put to both 
New York and ‘New Jersey the familiar 
question: Will they co-operate, or 
will they obstruct each other in meas- 
ures for their common welfare and 
prosperity?

the metropolitan area, In 1905 the 
samé suggestion was repeated in the 
report of the Port. and Harbor Devel- 
opment Commission as a by-product 
of that excellent proposal on ‘its own 
specific merits. In 1806 the New York- 
New Jersey Port Commission regret- 
ted that ‘after fourteen years’ delay 
no action had been taken to realize 
the’ recomniendation of the New York 
Bay Pollution Commission. — 

The time ‘is now ripe te forward 
these complementary projects by join- 
ing the promoters of both in both New 
York and Now Jersey, There has been 
time enough wasted, and ‘talk enough 
to persuade any, capable of being per- 
suaded.

WELFARE AND PRODUCTION. 
Some light, if it be light, is thrown 
upon the working of women’s welfare 
legislation by a recent bulletin isshed 
from the Women’s Bureau of the 
United States Department of Labor. 
A limited line of industry was investi- 
gated and in only two States,’ New 
Jersey and Massachusetts; but the 
evidencé, though slight,‘ is, on the 
whole, in. favor of the new laws. | 
In the. thirty-five establishments 
studied, seventeen, or almost one-half, 
showed a production fully maintained 
in spite. of reductions of from two to 
eight hours a week: Of the remaining 
eighteen establishments, six showed 
a production positively increased, and 
twelve, or about one-third. of the 
total, a decreased ‘production. Even 
in thesé twelve establishments the 
decrease is often not due. to any lack 
of response on the part of the work- 
ers. In many industries, such as cot- 
ton and*woolen spinning, production 
is regulated by the speed of the ma- 
chine, which cannot be increased with- 
out. much breaking of Rp gads and 
other mishaps, 
The prime motive in weifare ecrigthe 
tion is, of course, the safeguarding of 
health; if this can be attained at no 
serious loss of production, and some- 
times with a positive gain, the advan- 
-tage of the new restrictions is doubly 
manifest. And, though the field _ of 
the present inquiry is limited, the Te- 
sults tally in the main with the-re- 
sults of similar investigations into. the 
efficiency of. both men. and women 
which ‘were made in England in war- 
‘time on.a much larger scale. ere is, 
of course, a limit beyond which reduc-

Equal Rights and Obligations., 
To the Editor of The New. York Times: 

In this_ morning’s issue of your esteemed 
paper I ‘read’ a summary of Secretary 
Hughes's address.at a dinner of the Society 
of International Law. In it he is_ reported 
as saying: ‘‘This .country wants only an 
equal chance and a fair- opportunity with 
others,’’ referring to the mandates. ‘‘ It is 
the intent of all that mandates -shall be 
exercised for the common benefit, and not 
80 as to exclude, by monopolistic control, a 
fair opportunity for honest endeavor.’’ 

Now, equal rights implies equal obligations. 
We as a nation’ have explicitly refused to 
place ourselves under any of the obligations 
of a mandatory power. Even in the case. of 
Armenia, for which nation and: people we 
have alwaye professed much regard, the re- 
fusal was decisive. Soldiers have to be pro- 
vided and much money éxpended in all wigq 
countries over whom some fhation has to ex- 
ercise. mandate authority. We refubed to 
enter the League on the very ground of ob- 
jecting to such expenditure and effort, and 
now. to claim. equal opportunity with those 
who have assumed these tremendous obiiga- 
tions may have an appearance of fairness; 
but it is enly in appearance fair, in reality 


it Is the very opposite. 

A strong party in England. objected to the}

involved.in receiving mandates for Mysopo- 
tamia and other countries; tut as the United

CHANGE IN SOCIETIES 


Class Votes Lloyd: George the 


Leadiny World Character and 
History Best Course. 


Spectal to The New York Times, 

NEW HAVEN, May. 3.-— Premier 
Lloyd Géorge of Gréat Britain fs re- 
garded as the leading world character 
by the senior class at Yale.. Woodrow 
Wilson was seéond and Herbert Hoover, 
Harding, Foch and Clemenceau also re- 
ceived votes. 

.John Acosta, the football guard and 
hammer thrower, was voted the best 
athiete, and Henry J. Mali, the oars- 
man, the member who had done most; 
for. Yale. J. E. Neville, the football 
quarterback, was voted _ the most 
popular, and a Phi Beta Kappa key was 
voted the most ‘desired thing to be ob- 
tained in college. 

By a big majority the class voted in 
favor of changing. the secret : society 
system. This is an important step, as 
no’ class has acted decisively in the 
matter before and it is now assured that 
steps will be taken to change the system 
of societies which has prevailed for half 
a century. 

Only fifty-seven voted to extend the 
honog system in examinations, while 
eighty-two op ond it. 

Politically ‘class has 101 Re- 
publicans, 25 Dumescets and three who 
put themselves down as “ anti-prohi- 
bitionists,”’ 

The class’s favorite character in his- 
tory is Abraham Lincoln, anr the favor- 
ite novel, ‘The Tale of Two Cities.’’ 
Dickens was voted the favorite author, 
and ‘Crossing .the Bar” the favorite 
poem. John Barrymore was voted the 
favorite actor and Elsie Ferguson the 
favorite actress. 

History was voted the most -valuable 
subject of the course and physics the 
hardest. Professor Chauncey B. Tinker 
was voted the most inspiring member of 
the faculty. 

A total of 110° members smoke, while 
40. do not. Fourteen have abandoned 
smoking since coming to college, but. 56 
have begun.

AT HOBART SINCE 1900 


Paris Academy Gave Him Lelande 
Medal, One of Highest Astro- 
nomical Honors of World. 


GENEVA, N. Y., “May 3.—Dr. William 
R. Brooks, professor of astronomy at 
Hobart College’ since 1909, and recog- 
nized as the discoverer-of more comets 
than any living astronomer, died. at his 
home here tonight. He was born at 
Maidstone, Kent, England in 1844. i 


Dr. Brooks was internationally known 
as the discoverer of comets, having dis- 
covered twenty-seven in all, a record 
only ‘surpassed by one person,’ the 
French astronomer Pons,., who had 
twentyseight comets to his:credit. What 
makes Dr. Brooks’s record ali the more 
creditable was the fact,:that he. made 
many of his discoveries with telescopes 
of his own construction. d 

Dr. Brooks came. to this country from 
| England in 1857, settling with his family 
at Darien, N. Y. He made his first tel- 
escope when he was 14 years of age, a 
crude affair of wood, and square, which 
was finished just in time to afford at 
a view of Donati’s great comet of 1 
At 17 years of age he delivered his first 
lecture, oeage ep with 
chatts of his Own Making, in ms father’s 
ehuren. 

While still a young man, Dr. Brooks 
was emrldyed in the Shepherd Iron 
Works in Buffalo, where he ‘acquired 
the mechanical skill which later proved 
of such value in enabling him to make 
his 6wn astronomical: instruments. It 
was on. the completion.of his third in- 
strument that he discovered his first 
comet oh October 4, 1881. He. moved 
into a little red cottage on a farm at 
Phelps, N. Y., 
constructed a temporary observatory. 
It was in this Red House Observatory 
that:he ‘iscovered eleven ‘comets, : Since 
1588, when he moved to Geneva, N. Y., 
to take charge of the Smith Observatory, 
Dr. Hrooks discovered sixteen comets, 
the last one on October 21, 1912. 

What Dr. Brooks considered his great- 
est triumph was achieved in September, 
1883, when he caught the first glimpse 
of. the returning comet of 1812, which 
had been discovered by Pons. Its period 
is seventy-one years and although as- 
tronomers in all parts of the world were 
on the watch for its return,: It eluded 
them all except the silent observer of. 
the Red House Observatory who accom- 

lished the discovery with a home-made 
nstrument. 

Dr. Brooks won many prizes for the 
discovery of comets and received a num- 
ber of. medals, including one from the 
Lick Observatory, Astronomical Society 
of the Pacific, one from the Interna- 
tional Jury at ‘the St. Loufs Exposition, 
one from the Astronomical Society of 
Mexico, and the Lelande Medal, given, 
by the Paris Acddemy of - Sciences, 
which is regarded as one of .the highest 
astronomical honors in the world.

The old ‘‘ Hell’s Kitchen” police sta- 
tion ‘in Thirty-seventh Street, between 
Ninth and Tenth Avenues, which has 
housed more murderers than any other 
police station in the city, has been 
transformed by feminine hands and in- 
spiration into the home for this city’s 
first ‘‘ women’s precinct,’’ where it is 
planned to centre all welfare work of 
the women police of the-cfty. 

The institution was formally opened 
yesterday afternoon with social service 
workers, city officials and their wives 
present to extend congratulations to the 
director, Mrs. Mary E. Hamilton, who 
succeeded ‘Mrs. Ellen A. O’Grady as 
head of. the women's police squad.

‘* It is invariably hegtan-rooygre men who 
do the killing. The police show them- 
selves utterJy unable to stop these mur- 
Gers.

NATIONAL SYMPHONY ENDS. 


Wreath for Conductor Bodanzky at 
Final Concert in Carnegie Hall. 


There was a crowded house in Carne- 
e Hall last evening for the season’s 
ast event among nearly 300 orchestral 
concerts given in New York since Oc- 
tober;. and the seventieth performance 
by one organization, the National Sym- 
phony Orchestra, which for reasons told 
heretofore is to be merged with the Phil- 
harmonic next Fall.

FLAGLER COMPLAINS 


OF MUSICAL UNION’ 


Harassing Conditions Imposed, 
He Says, May Result in Found- 
ing Non-Union Orchestras. 


The annual report of the Symphony 
Society of New York, just made. pyblic 
by its President” Harry Harkness Flag- 
ler,. discus#es a possibility of sweeping 


changes in the operation of that and 
other similar organizations, basing their 
future plans on contracts with members 
of the Musical Mutual Protective Union. 
Mr. Flagler for some years has borne 
unaided ‘the cost of maintaining the 
Damrosch orchestra, paying about $100,- 
000 above all receipts each season, and 
last year adding a further sum reported 
at $250,000, as guarantee of the orches- 
tra’s European our. 

Mr. Flagler told the Symphony Soci- 
ety’s associate directors, who advise on 
other than financial matters, that the 
season now ended had been ‘a turbu- 
lent one.’? in ‘the orchestral field, owing 
to several unusual causes, the chief of 
which was, he: said, ‘the attempt of 
the Musical Union ‘to ‘break the per- 
fectly valid contracts which the Sym- 
phony Society had signed with its play- 
ers and which had been approved by 
the union at the time of signing.’’ He 
said it had been demanded that the 
weekly pay be increased and rehearsals 
decreased except at a ‘‘ prohibitive ’’ 
figure, though he hoped that the counsel 
of the more conservative men in. the 
union would yet prevail. 

“Tf the worse | element prevail,’ add- 
ed Mr. Flagler, ‘‘I see but two courses 
open to us: one, to give up the main- 
tenance of symphony orchestras, the 
output both in money and in strength 
not being worth what can be achieved 
under the harassing. conditions now im- 
posed by the union; the other, the 
founding of non-union orchestras, in 
which the welfare of the men would 
be safeguarded by Iltng -contratts, 
enabli them to have a feeling. of se- 
curity in «the profession which they 
have chosen as their lifework. 


SONG ROYALTY DISPUTE. 


Composers Decide to Submit 3 Per 
Cent. Demand to Arbitration. 


Victor Herbert présided at a meeting 
of the. Lyric Writers and Composers 
Protective League in Keen’s Chop 


House, last night, at which it was de- 
cided to submit to arbitration a demand 
for 3 per cent. royalty on each copy of 
a song sold which had been refused by 
the Music Publishers Protective Asso- 
elation. 

The meeting was attended by the au- 
thors and composers of many of the 
song hits of thé last twenty years and 
a number of them favored flat rejection 
of the publishers’ arbitartion proposal 
and a strike. In view of the fact that 
the publishers had conceded several 
things in their contracts, abolishing 
various ‘‘ wrongs ’’ from the viewpoint 
of the song men, it was decided to at- 
tempt a pescerst composition of the 
financial disagreement.

- Her scream of denial 
reached every corner of the courtreom 
and was heard on the street,. where 
thousands who could not get into the 
packed room had gathered. The throng 
in court -rose as one person, and for a 
moment threatened a serious demonstra- 
tion, but Deputy Sheriffs finally ob- 
tained order. Mrs. Werner broke: down, 
cing did not regain her composure dur- 

G the rest of the session. 

The two confessions of Mrs. Werner 
were allowed in evidence this afternoon 
by Justice Devendorf, despite the ef- 
forts: of the,.defense to exclude them. 
After Attorney Earl had tried in vain 
to prevent Warder from being allowed 
to testify, the man who accuses Mrs. 
Werner of instigating him to slay her 
husband testified that she had told him 
she had been married for eleven years 
and had seen her mistake two months 
after she was married.

War Department follows: 

“In order to make clear the status of 
deserters from the draft, the War De- 
partment desires. it understood that this 
reference is made.te men who - 
tered under the provisions of the S 
tive Service law, and who failed to re- 
port for military service at a specified 
time and place, although ordered by: the 
draft authorities to do so. 

** Under the law, draft deserters are 
held to have beén inducted into the 
military service of the United States as 
of the date on which th 
to report. Since they have never beea 
discharged from such service, they are 
still under’ milita jurisdiction, and 
hence are liable to trial by genera! court- 


martial for their offense of desertion.’ 


‘* Undoubtedly a much larger force 
would have volunteered during the out- 
break of the war but for their confi- 
dence placed in the selective draft as 
the most equitable method of deciding 
who could be spared from essential in- 
dustry or from the duty of caring for 
dependents. The selective draft suc- 
ceeded in securing the enormous number 
of men required in such a manner as 
not to. disrupt the industries of the 
country. 

‘*In justice to more than 24,000,000 
men who came forward and registered 
for service, and in recognition of the 
loyal co-operation of all classes in mak- 
ing the selective draft a perquisite of 
victory, the War Department is deter- 
mined’ that steps shall be taken to ap- 
prehend and to bring to trial-every man 
guilty of willful desertion.”’

A request for additional policemen and 
detectives from Manhattan probably will 
be made to augment the Jersey City 
force. Rickard said yesterday that po- 
lice would cordon the arena site for two 
blocks in every direction on the day of 
the battle and that nobody. will be per- 
mitted’ to pass through the lines without 
a ticket of admission to the bout. Inside 
the arena an army of special police and 
trained ushers will attend to the task of 
seating the spectators without confusion.

The men clashed over the fifteen-round 
route, and from beginning to end of the 
fracas it was one continue! slugfest, al- 
most without interruption.

Jamaica fought with all the fury of 
which he was possessed, and at times 
reached Norfolks. face with smashing 
rights and_ lefts which momentarily 
caused the Baltomorean to halt his at- 
tack. Norgolk, however, shed. the blows 
like a duck does water, and bored in 
continually, punishing Jamaica severely 
about the stomach at close quarters.

Governor Miller today. signed the bill, 
introduced by Senator Whitley. of Mon- 
roe, which provides for this change In 
the election. system of this State, Can- 
didates for Congress, for the State Sen- 
ate and Assembly and for city and 
county offices generally will continue 
to be receite their nominations through 
the direct vote of enrolled party mem- 
bers cast at direct primaries. Members of 
all party committees and delegates to 
State and judiciary conventions will be 
elected at the official primaries in the 


-|Fall in ordinary years and ‘at Spring 


primaries in years when a President is 
elected. 

No statement giving the reasons that 
prompted Governor Miller to sign the 
bill accompanied the announcement that 
it had been approved. The Governor, ‘t 
is known, preferred the enactment of 
a bili. repealing the Direct Primary law 
in its entirety, put the Republican legis- 
deferring to a certain 
‘« progressive ’’ element among the party 


rank and file and -to sentiment among 
Republican women, were unwilling to go 
80 far. 

‘ City Election. Not ‘affected. 

The new law will not in any way af- 
fect the municipal election in New York 
City this year. ‘Fusion candidates for 
city. office will be called upon to nego- 
tiate the primary hurdle, which proved 
too much for John Purroy Mitchel in 
the election four. years ago. Only 1,500, 
signatures will be required on pétitions 
to designate candidates for Mayor and 
other offices .voted for throughout: the 
entire city, while 1,000 signatures will 
Suffice in thé case of candidates for 
Borough President. 

The approval -of the Whitley bill will 
make it necessary for Republican lead- 
ers opposing the renomination of United 
States Senator William M. Calder to 
fight him in the’ open. Delegates to 
State and judiciary conventions, under 
the provisions of the Whitley act, must 
be elected at the Fall primaries and 
nominated bypetition. Only 250 signa- 
tures, the number necessary for the 
designation of a candidate for Ags sembly, 
will be required to get a place‘on the 
primary ballot for a candidate for dele- 
gate or alternate to a party convention. 

The new law provides that Fall. pri- 
maries must be held on tie eighth in- 
stead of the seventh Tuesday before the 
general election. The State and Judici- 
ary Conventions must be held on or 
after the seventh Tuesday before elec» 
tion. The names of: delegates and al- 
ternates elected at primaries, with the 
Assembly district the unit, under the 
new law must be certified to the Secre- 
tary of State who makes up the official 
roll of the State Convention. After he 
has certified, it cannot be changed ex- 
cept as the result of judicial review and 
decision. There is no revival of the 
committee on contested seats which un- 
der the old convention system proved 
such a convenience to poiitical bosses 
who preferred to have the conventions 
made up of nand-picked delegates.

Governor Miller’ also approved the bill

Says Profitable Era Will Follow 
Readjustment of Finances’ and 
Material and Labor Costs. 


THINKS CREDITORS LENIENT 


| Even if Labor Board Does Not Cut 
Wages He Estimates Saving of 
Hundreds ‘of Millions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Senator Cum- 
mins, Chairman of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee, expressed himself 
strongly today to the effect that the rail- 
Ways. would be able to readjust their fi- 
nances; through. higher efficiency - in 
management and reduction in cost of 
material and labor, to a point where 
earnings would again cover expenditure, 
charges and a reasonable profit. He 
ascribed present conditiofis to an indus- 
trial readjustment which had as yet pro- 
ceeded unevenly, not yet affecting costs 
of production or operation as it had af- 
fected earnings. Recognizing the awk- 
ward period which with some of the rail- 
ways might intervene before they had 
readjusted. working costs to a point 
where net earnings would cover matur- 
ing charges on their debt, he expressed 
the belief that the creditors of such rail- 
ways would be lenient in not enforcing 
their claim pending the period of read- 
justment. ' 

“The railroads,’’ Senator Cummins 
said, ‘‘ are in no different situation from 
the other industries of the country. Like 
many other producing industries, they 
are confronted with a, sudden and violent 
shrinkage of business which helps to 
make the selling price of what is pro- 
duced lower than the cost of production. 
They will have to solve the problem in 
the same way as other producers are 
trying to solve it—by the bringing of 
the cost of materials and the cost of 
labor into line with the proceeds of 
what they have to sell.’ 

Confident of Reduction. 


Senator Cummins was asked. if it was 
possible for the railways to do this on 
a sufficiently drastic scale to cover both 
working expenses and charges on the 
debt. He replied that he had no doubt 
of it. 

‘‘To assume the contrary,” he said, 
“would be to assume that a national 
transportation system cannot be self- 
supporting in this country. If that were 
so, there would be nothing to do but for 
the. Government to take it over and 
pay the annual deficit, hgwever heavy, 
out of the Treasury. The country must 
have its transportation system. 

‘But there is no reason to imagine 
anything of the kind. There will be 
a@ very large saving in cost of materials. 
Coal will be lower this year, ties are 
lower, steel and iron material is lower 
except rails, and rails will also have to 
come down. The question of:the wage 
scale is in the hands of. the Labor 
Board. .I do not antictpate its decisoin 
or attempt to influence it, but even if 
basic, pay is not changed economies ‘ag- 
gregating hundreds of millions will re- 
sult from the elimination of arbitrary 
overtime and vote service. I be- 
lieve that $200 will be saved. by 
those economies rag 3 eel Last year the 
setae railway gross revenues were the 

rgest in the country’s history, without 
ania for.any Governnient guarantee. 
But the wage costs, which formerly gee 
40 per cent. of gross revenue, -had got 
up to 78 per cent.”’ ‘

turbing, especially in view of the record 
of dividends paid regularly for some 
thirty years. . This was simply another 
happening to point to the unfavorable 
position in which many 6of the industrials 
have been placed through the readjust- 
ment Which has-been in progress for 
many months. 

The financial markets moved without 
the uniformity of the preceding day. 
While stocks were declining, both cotton 
and grain held firm, but the foreign ex- 
change market continued its buoyancy. 
Sterling touched a high of 3.97% in the 
early trading, a net advance of 1% cents 
over the previous close. One has to run 
back through the records to June 23 of 
last year to find a better price. The 
upturn in French francs also continued, 
a’ price of 8.04 being recorded, which 
was more than 22 points above the final 
of Monday. In the afternoon both stef- 
ling and francs declined, somewhat, 
under the pressure of offerings. Italian, 
Dutch and Spanish exchange followed 
the lead of sterling, and Belgian francs 
made a new high for the year. There 
was, however, an easier tone in the Mid- 
Continénials, and the South Americans 
were decidedly weak.

The American Locomotive Company 
has closed a contract with the Peking 
Kalgan. Railway, China, for forty-two 
locomotives of the Pacific, Mikado and 
Mallet types. The amount of the con- 
‘tract is about $2,600,000, one of the larg- 
est orders placed by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment in this country.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Facing Sam- 
ue] T. Ansell, former Acting Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Army, across a 
tablé, Judge John W. Westcott of Phil- 
adelphia *this afternoon shook his fist 
and declared emphatically: . 

“*T want to reiterate—and I want to 
look him straight in the face—that he 
knows he is not right and he does “ot 
have the courage, as old as I am, out- 
side the protection of this room, to make 
these same statements to my face. 
* * He wouldn’t have the . courage 
siaiaclieed mentally or physically to face 
me on equal terms.”’ 

The incident occurred during a hear- 
ing by the special House Committers in- 
vestigating the escape of Grover Cleve- 
land Bergdoll, the draft. deserter. Gen- 
eral Ansell was one of Bergdol’s coun- 
sel and in previous testimany had said 
that Judge Wescott had wgreed to see 
Secretary of War Baker and deliver a 
letter asking that the draft deserter 
be allowed to go on the search-for the 
now famous pot of gold. Judge Wes- 
cott denied that he had promisgd to go 

to see the Secretary and that he hed 
ever heard of the pot of gold: until after 
Bergdoll’s escape. On these two points 
there was an absolute clash between 
himself and General Ansell leading to 
the dramatic scgne which closed the 
Wescott: testimony. 

General Ansell occupied the stand the 
entire morning and Judge Wescott the 
first part of the afternoon. General An- 
sell followed Judge Wescott in the af- 
ternoon testimony and repeated the as-: 
sertions which Judge Wescott denied. 
At this. point’ Chairman \Peters of the 
Special Committee asked Judge Wescott 
if he wished to say anything.

FIVE AUTO THIEVES GET 
TWO YEARS IN DETROIT 


Six Others Are Serving Terms For 
Conspiracy to Dispose of the 
Cars Here and in Bridgeport. 


DETROIT, May 3.—Five men charged 
with conspiracy tp violate the Dyer 
Automobile Theft act were convicted by 
a jury in United States District Court 
this morning. The five, Joseph Galbo, 
Earl Linn and Douglas Moore of De- 


troit; James G. Burroughs, automobile 
dealer of Bridgeport, Conn., and Sven 
Nyquist, New York, eutoenomis dealer, 
were immediately sentenced to two years 
each in Leavenworth. 

The jury, returned its” verdict shortly 
before 9 o’clock this morning, after de- 
liberating: since yesterday afternoon. 
Several times during the night the 
jurors returned to the,;court room for 
reading of certain parts. of the evidence, 

The five persons convicted today were 
the only ones remaining of twelve orig- 
inally arrested in connection with the 
case.. Five, one a woman, are serving 
sentences following. their pleas of guilty, 
ana oe is serving a sentence in 
State prigon on another charge. The 
case agathst the twelfth, Jack White 
of Bridgeport, was nolle ‘prossed. 

The three Detroit men convicted today 
were taxicab drivers. .The Goveroment 
charged them with c conspiring to steal 
automobiles -here and transport them 
overland to Bridgeport and New York 
and Brooklyn. It was charged Nyquist 
had a part in a conspiracy ‘te. export 
them to Scandinavian countries... Bur- 
roughs was charged with conspiring to 
aid in transporting the cars by way of 
Bridgeport. 

Several of those originally arrested 
and who pleaded i npdat were govern- 
ment-witnesses during the trial, which 
took more than four weeks.
